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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because in Figure 1 1 , block 130, the third frame is 
indicated as both entering Stage 1 and entering Stage 3. While the general description 
of block 132 indicates the spline is applied to the stiles of the third frame, the spline has 
not yet been applied to the rails of the third frame, and if the operation is continuous this 
should have occurred. This operation appears to be occurring to the first frame rather 
than the third frame. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification in paragraph [0070] indicates the spline is applied to the stiles in the third 
stage, which contains the first frame rather than the third frame as indicated in Figure 1 1 
and paragraph [0057]. The specification should be amended to insure the appropriate 
operations are occurring at the appropriate stages. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 13-21 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of installing frames into screens 
wherein a frame has two opposing first frame members, a screen is secured to a first 
frame member in a first stage, the frame is moved to a second stage and 
simultaneously the first screen is secured to the opposing first frame member and a 
second screen is secured to the first frame member of a second frame in the first stage. 
The opposing frame members are considered to be opposite one another. While 
Johnson et al.(U.S. Patent 2,695,445) discloses joining the screen to a pair of opposing 
first frame members in a first stage and a pair of opposing frame members in a second 
stage(Figure 4), the reference does not disclose joining the screen to the opposing first 
frame members in two different stages. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later

Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
